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AFTERMATH 


Of Loew - S. & C. Deal 


John W. Considine Gives Bill- 
board Representative Inter- 
view Discussing the Sale 


Seattle, Apri] 3.—That the formal transfer 
of the Sullivan-Considine Vaudeville Circuit 
from himself to Marcus Loew will take place 
in New York on August 1, and that thereafter 
he will immediately return to Seattle to assume 
the active management of his Pacific North- 
west Orpheum Theaters, which will eventually 
be seven in number, was the news given to a 
representative of The Billboard today by Man 
ager John W. Considine, who returned to Seat 
tle last night from his memorable business ses- 
sion with Loew at Kansas City on Weduesday 
of last week. 

“The total sum to be paid over,’ said Mr. 
Considine in his office today, ‘‘will, in my 
opinion, be nearer to $4,000,600 than to $6,000, 
000. The statcment sent out from Kansas City 
that $1,500,000 would be paid us far the good 
will of the circuit is correct. To this is to 
be added the physical value of all our proper- 
tiles. Mr. Loew has three months or more Ia 
which to adjust this sum with me. Shortly 
efter Mey 1 he wil] send out his appraisers 
from New York, and, accompanied by my rep 
resentatives, they will make a complete tour 
of the circuit. As a matter of fact, our busi- 
ness is in such good shape that I could give 
the total taluation of our properties in twenty 
minutes’ time. It remains for the Loew repre 
sentatives to confirm our figures We will all 
he in New York the last two or three days of 
July, and the absolute transfer of the circuit 
will be meade on August 1. 

“I went to say that in the whole history of 
the show business no other big deal was ever 
put through under such conditions as this one. 
From the beginning to the end of the negotia- 
tions there was not one word of argument. 
Loew and his associates were dumfounded at 
our organization and our theaters. When he 
sat down in my office here and I named to him 
the price of the circuit he agreed to it in less 
than five minutes’ time. There could not be a 
squarer business man in the world than Marcus 
Loew. 

‘There was an affecting scone at Kansas City 
when we concluded the negotiations, one which 
caured Loew to remark ‘I'll band this scene 
down to my children.’ We came to a ful 
realization for the first time that the sale meant 
a separation between myself and all of the 
associates who had been with me so long, some 
of them for twelve years or more, just like 
a big family. When I arose to say goodty to 
Moses Oppenheimer of Spokane, my partner 
during all these years, a man with whom 1 
had never had a word of dissension, and a man 
who is as near my ideal of the late big Tim 
Sullivan as anyone living, he broke down and 
cried, and I did, too. When I sald farewell to 
Ferd Lincoln, with whom I started in my vaude 
ville career, it was still worse, 

“We were all in tears, Loew, too. He stepped 
forward and said: ‘I can't stand this, John; 
I didn’t realize what it meant to all of you; 
here’s the papers, let's call the deal off.’ 

“Of course I wouldn't listen to this, but be 
fully appreciated what the breaking up of life 
long business associations meant to us, and 
said: ‘At any rate, I want to assure you that 
it is my present intention to keep your organ! 
zation intact, and I will certainly not make 
any changes if the managers conduct the prop- 
erties for me as it appears they have conducted 
them for you. The personnel of your organiza 
tion Is beyond anything I anticipated. I want 
to congratulate you upon it. I do not see how 
I could make a change for the better.’ 

“Loew had arranged for Adolph Zukor to 
come along with a motion picture camera and 
make a film of the final negotiations, but Zukor's 


train was late and he didn’t get there until 
two hours after it was all over. In any event, 
I was glad he wasn’t there. And so it hap- 
pened that Oppenheimer goes with Loew, Lin- 
coln’ goes with him and practically the whole 
organization. My only regret is that I must 
separate from the loya] organization of a thou- 
sand men. There are not two men among them 
who wouldn't do pretty nearly anything 1 
asked them to. Most of them bave been with 
me for many years, 

**‘Loew will buy the circuit by means of five 
ennual payments, He has agreed to buy the 
stock of all my personal friends in the United 
Theaters and the Empresses in Sacramento and 
Chicago, amounting to $329.000. The main divi 
sion of interests in the circuit had been 49 per 
cent to the Sullivan estate and 51 per cent to 
myself. I am trying to get Loew to keep Seai 
tle as his Pacific Northwest headquarters, and 
believe he will do so. After August 1 he will 
be able to give performers forty weeks solid 
bookings, which is all most of them want. 
There will be no change in the present policies, 
so far as I know. I imagine the name of the 
chain of playhouses will be changed to Loew's 
Empress Circuit. On this subject, of course, I 
car not speak with authority. Loew will per- 
sonally own 50 per cent of all these holdings. 

‘The Orpheum In Vancouver goes to them, 
but not the Orpheum franchise for that city. 
I have agreed with Mr. Loew to build him a 
new theater there or to have one built, and 
when that is completed 1 shall take back the 
Orpheum Thester there for Orpheum vaudeville. 


time Ferd Lincoln was conducting the Edison 
Theater, a small amusement place, just above 
The Times office. After he had operated it for 
eight months Manager Considine bought a half 
interest in it for $2,000. That small sum laid 
the foundation of the property which has now 
reached an aggregate value of $4,000,000. Mr. 
Considine was accompanied to this city by C. 
A. Harrison. His General Western Manager, 
H. C. Robertson, preceded him home by two 
days.

This will give me three Orpheum houses, in 
Vancouver, Seattle and Portland, and eventual 
ly, as their growth warrants, I shall extend 
Orpheum vaudeville to Butte, Spokane, Victoria 
and Tacoma. 

“I shall make Seattle the headquarters of 
this Northwest Orpheum Circuit, and will be 
right here managing it. This is enough for 
one man to do. I am tired of traveling—train- 
shy, so to speak. At no time for the past twelve 
years have I traveled less than 100,000 milcs 
a year, One year I kept account, and I totaled 
136,000 miles. This has been very distasteful 
to me, and from now on I am going to settle 
down here and take things easier. 

“Put in a good word for the railroads. I have 
covered nearly a million and a half miles on 
them and have never been scratched, never been 
{in an accident or wreck of any kind; only I'm 
glad that from now on I won't have to spend 
s large a portion of my time on them. 

“IT will take a run down to Portland for a 
day or two, but will be in Seattle most of 
the time until I go to New York in July. 1 
don’t want to buy anything of any description. 
I don’t care for eny interests except my thea- 
ters here and my stock farm at Woodland, Cal., 
which has already cost me $70,000, and where 
I have 100 thoroughbred horses with pedigrees 
a yard long. Eventually, I hope, it will be self 
sustaining. Just now it is a ‘rawnch,’ not a 
ranch. The difference is that a ranch turns in 
a profit, while a ‘rawnch’ don’t, according to 
California ethics."’

COMPOSERS 


FORM ASSOCIATION 
To Protect Their Music From Un- 
authorized Use in Public 
Places 


Chicago, April 3.—A new organization has 
been founded in Chicago, under the title of ‘‘The 
American Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers."’ It is the purpose of the new organl- 
zation to proceed under the copyright law against 
every unauthorized producer of music in public. 
This will affect cafes, cabarets and several other 
places of amusements. 

It ie stated that eight of the largest New 
York Publishers are interested in it, as well as 
the same amount of Chicago publishers. Head- 
quarters are in New York City. It is not 
thought that this will affect the vaudeville end 
of the amusement field, with the exception of 
having to pay performers to sing their numbers.

Petrova is a wondrously good actress. If 
Panthea means anything in association with 


panthers Petrova idealizes the proposition to a 
sicety. Milton Sills is a splendid actor and 
George Nasb has long been accepted by pro- 
ducers and the public as an actor of great merit. 
The others in the company maintained the dra- 
matic illusion with splendid effect. 

But this writer can not forget that Petrova 
can ‘“‘do’’ a tom cat Imitation so perfectly 
that one can almost feel the splinters on the 
fence; and as for a parrot—but why proceed In 
this fashion? Petrova is now a Shubert star 
and pet a United Booking Office headliner!—

Don’t be mistaken about Gaby, She’s making 
good.

London, March 25.—Alfred Butt, of the Palace 
Theater, has been selected to manage the Em- 
pire, Leicester Square. He takes the place 
vacated by Walter Dickson. This means that 
he will manage two of the most famous West 
End London music halls, and, besides. the Vic- 
toria Palace, which is also practically in the 
West End, but which runs on the two-shows-a- 
night system. 

Butt is also associated with a long list of 
provincial halls through his directorship with 
Walter de Frece, of the Variety Theaters Con- 
trolling Company. 

With a view to getting the closest possible 
connection and harmony between the Palace and 
the Empire, Frederick Hurdle. chairman of the 
Empire, and FitzWilliam. a director, will join 
the Palace board of directors, while Ernest 
Polden, chairman of the Palace, and Eugene 
Cremetti, a director, will join the Empire board.

The cost 
of publication and legitimate circulation of a 
song makes it impossible for the business of 
publishing amateur offering to be conducted 
‘honestly without charging an amount that would 
be generally prohibitive. The penitentiaries are

GOOD TRICK IF THEY Do IT. 


New York, April 4.—The Shuberts declare 
that they will allow no more music to be pub- 
lisbed for the musical shows they hereafter 
produce. That is to say the general public 
will not be able to purchase any of the “‘num- 
bers’’ or selections from future Shubert mnsical 
shows. There is doubt in some minds, however, 
whether they will be able to convince writers 
and composers. that sufficient revenues can be 
returned for their work without the- royalties 
that have heretofore resulted from the sale of 
portions of their product. The Shuberts claim 
that by prohibiting the publication of their 
shows will tend to give longer life to the pro- 
ductions as a whole. It is the belief of the 
Messrs. Shubert that vandeville acts, burlesque 
shows, sma'ler musical organizations and other 
producers will be prevented from using numbers 
if they are not published and thn« prevent the 
novelty of the productions they own being taken 
off in sections of the country that the show 
does not play until some time after it Is pro- 
duced in any particular big city. However, 
there are many who believe it will be hard to 


convince Victor Herbert, Reginald De Koven, 
Jerome and Swartz, Rarmond Hubble, S!ivio 
Hein and many others that there is any ad 


vantage to be derived from restricting 
products.

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Editorial Comment 


The champions of censorship were 
given cause to rejoice last week, when 
two Federal Judges in a Cleveland 
(O.) Court upheld the legality of the 
Ohio State Censor Board, and denied 
the Mutual Film Corporation's prayer 
for an injunction. The case has been 
hanging fire for months, so that the 
outcome has been awaited with keen | 
interest by the friends and opponents | 
ef censorship alike. 


With the decision of these learned 
and worthy judges, Mr. Neff and other 
loyal supporters 
scored a temporary victory. 
Mutual has avowed its intention of 
carrying the case to the Supreme 
Court, in case the lower courts should 
sustain the legality 
Board, so the victory can not in any 
sense be considered one of p>rm2?nence. 
We shall see some long drawn out 
legal battles before the censor ques- 
tion is finally disposed of. 


There has been so much said against 
censorship that hardly any angle re- 
mains untouched. In a general way, 
every trade paper has fought it vigor- 
ously, but the end is not yet. So long 
as censorship in any form exists, se 
long will it be fought. 

Apropos the subject we reproduce 
below an interesting editorial which 
appeared in the March 30 number of 
Independent: 


NO CENSORSHIP. 


“The purpose of those who are trying 
to impose a national censorship on mo- 
tion pictures is so commendable that it 
may easily obscure the insidious dan- 
ger of their proposal. It is, however, 
in such innocent guise that the most 
serious encroachments upon human 
freedom have made their appearance. 
The censorship of the press was estab-

lished with the best of intentions and 
to remedy flagrant evils, yet it was not 
a good thing on the whole and it be- 
came in many ways an instrument of 
intolerable tyranny. A long and hard- 
fought struggle was required to over- 
throw it. In England John Milton 
dealt it a death-blow in his noble plea 
for freedom of the press, Areopagitica, 
In Russia it still prevails and is one 
of the causes of Russian ignorance 
and revolution. Our own country was 
born free and although the evils of | 
unrestricted journalism are undenia- | 
bly serious, any open attempt to inter- 
fere with this well established right 
would meet with instant condemna- 
nation. 


“In England there is still a censor 
of plays and as he is a member of 
the kimg’s household the government 
cannot readily abolish the office. But 
its abolition will doubtless come be- 
fore long, for vigorous protests are 
being made against the vexatious and 
arbitrary rulings of the censor and 
it is becoming generally recognized 
as an absurd and antiquated institu- 
tion. » «¢ » 


“Now what experience has proved 
in regard to the censorship of the 
press and the stage applies with double 
force to the bill before congress. For 
the motion picture is both journalism 
and drama, already the most popular 
form of the latter, and likely to be- 
come of equal importance in the 
former field. To hamper this art in 
its infancy by shackles from which the 
older arts of representation have with 
difficulty freed themselves is to do 
untold harm to its future development. 
The cinematograph is being introduced 
in schools and homes. Within a few 
years anybody may be able to take 
motion pictures as he now snaps a 
kodak. But if before he can show 
his films in public he must submit 
them to a national censor, he will be 
debarred from this interesting pastime 
and instructive pursuit. This will ag- 
gravate the tendency, already serious, 
toward the monopolizing of the mo- 
tion picture by a few powerful com- 
panies and the elimination of the 
amateur. What is needed now is not 
more restricton, but greater freedom 
for the individual producer. 

“To avoid the evil influences some- 
times exerted upon children by motion 
pictures of violence and vice, the best 
way is to establish special theaters for 
children, or to have programs suited 
to them provided at certain hours of 
the day. 
current events unsuited to children is 
to condemn the motion picture to per- 
petual childishness. 


“We believe in freedom of the press, 
, although we know that newspapers 
are sometimes vulgar and contribute 
to crime by the publication of its de- 
_tails. We believe in freedom of speech, 
,although we know thet public speakers 
are denouncing our Government and 
inciting men to the violation of law. 
We believe in freedom of the drama, 
although we know that many plays 
are designed to pander to licentious- 
ness. We believe in freedom of art, 
feepay: we know that many pictures 
are far from elevating. We believe in 
(freedom of motion pictures, although 
we do not doubt their injurious in- 
fluences in some cases. None of thee 
freedoms is absolute. There must be 
laws against libel and indecency and 
other public outrages of the commu- 
nity standards of morals and manners. 
These laws should be more strictly 
enforced than they are. But we do 
not believe in an official compulsory 
cersorship of press, platform or plays. 
History shows that some people will 
inevitably abuse their freedom. His- 
tory also shows that a censor will in- 
evitably abuse his power, and thig is 
a greater evil than the former.” 


An institution which gives promise 
of becoming a great power for good 
is the Drama League of America. This 
society, unlike any of its contem- 
poraries—which have sprung into be- 
ing during the past decade—has for 
its purpese the encouragement of the- 


To prohibit all plays and’ 


, atricals and not their destruction. The 
| policy of the Drama League is to build 
up; its propaganda urges the encour- 
agement of good plays. 

Other leagues, societies and organi- 
zations which are somewhat similar 
im nature are as numerous as flies in 
summer. Individually they are quite 
as useful, or harmful as the domestic 
pest, whichever way you choose to re- 


gard them. But so long as the Drama 


, League continues with its present 
policy of encouraging good theatrical 
productions, both dramatic and musi- 
cal, will its influence continue to ex- 
pand. 

There are many societies in this 
country which attempt to regulate the 
stage. There are many societies which 
boycott theatrical productions which 
do not measure up to the standards 
set by their committees, but all of 
these societies are more or less inef- 
fectual and impotent. “Thou Shalt 
Not,” is the shibboleth of all, save one 
—the Drama League, and therein lies 
the latter’s hope for greatness. It 
does not prohibit. If it can not com- 
mend, it ignores. 

Good plays are boosted by the 
League, and the members urged to 
lend their support to the worthy pro- 
duction by attending the theaters 
whereat they are shown. The poor 
plays, the vicious, and the prurient, 
are not dignified with the slightest 
mention, but are on the other hand 
contemptuously ignored. 

The founders of the League have 
profited by the errors of their pre- 
cedents and less worthy contemporar- 
ies. They have discovered that ad- 
verse criticism is often a more effective 
box office stimulant than the kindly 
mention, and they have put their dis- 
covery to good purpose. 

The Drama League will hold its 
fourth annual convention in Philadel- 
phia, April 23-25 It is a significant 


fact that seventeen large cities will, 


send delegates.

In Mrs. James Bailey Will Case 
—Supreme Court Sets Aside 
Verdict of Jury 


New York, April 4.—Justice Tompkins, in 
Supreme Court, at White Plains, yesterday 
handed down a decision which sets aside the 
verdict of the Jury which recently awarded an 
equal division of the estate of the late Mrs. 
James A. Bailey between her sister, Mrs. Ruth 
Loise Hutchinson (contestant), Mrs. Dr. Harper, 
Joseph T. and Theodore McCaddon, and ordered 
a new trial. Under the will which the Hutchin- 
son contestants established before the jury, Mre. 
Hutchinson shared equally with her brothers and 
sisters in the Bailey estate, while in the will 
which J. T. McOaddon has tried to establish 
Mrs. Hutchinson's portion is only $10,000 a@ year. 

The jury trial was based upon ‘“‘undue in- 
fiuence’’ on the part of Joseph T. McCaddon. 
Justice Tompkins, in his decision, says: 

“There is no proof of the exercise of any 
undue influence by Joseph T. McCaddon, nor ao 
the circumstances justify such an inference. I 
have reached the conclusion that the verdict is 
clearly against the weight of evidence on the 
question of undue influence, and that it ought 
net to stand. To find undue influence, under the 
circumstances of this case, would be mere con- 
jecture, or speculation, or the possibility that it 
may bave been used by McCaddon from the fact 
that be had a motive and an opportnnity, by 
reason of his confidential position, to exercise it. 

“It was only natural that Mrs. Bailey sbould 
select her brother, who had been previously cen- 
nected with her husband's show business, to 
manage and direct her affairs after her 
husband's death. I fear the jury undertook to 
do this in this case what juries often undertake 
in actions of this character, namely, to make 
such a will for Mrs. Bailey as they thought ele 
would have made, disregarding altogether her 
right to make it to suit herself.”

MESSAGE BY WIRE FROM FERARI SHOWS.

Thsough an arrangement with James W. and 
Gordon J. Bostock, Col. Francis Ferari has added 
another novelty to bis list of midway attractions, 
and the new addition is sure to create a deal 
of interest in carnival circles. The new at- 
traction 4s a complete electrical working model 
of the Titanic disaster, showing the life of the 
ill-fated vessel from its launching to its final 
destruction amid the treacherous ice mountains 
of the Attmntic Ocean. The model, with its 
unique staging and its spectacular features, is 
one of the best things ever designed for a 
carnival pay attraction, and the final scene is 
as awe-inspiring as it is interesting. The 
giant steamer is seen steaming along at fall 
speed, with every port-hole ablaze with light, 
while the sounds of revelry, music and lasghver 
can be heard above the din of the orchestra 
ami the thunder of the revoiving propellers, 
which are rushing the leviathal vessel te 
destruction. The icebergs and floes are visible 
on the nicht sea, while passengers can be seen 
promenading the esplanade decks of the big 
steamship. A sudden crash, and then the long 
wail of the terrified victims. Officers and erew 
move swiftly about the decks, while the subtle 
hiss and the long blue flash of the wireless 
apparatus is seen from the topmast head.

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CENSORSHIP 


SCORES VICTORY 
Cleveland Judges Refuse Mutual Cor- 


poration Injunction 


Against the Ohio State Board of Censors 
—Unless Mutual Exercises Its Right 
To Carry Case to U. 5. Supreme 
Court Active Work Will Be 
Started Immediately 


Cleveland, April 2.—The censor question, so 
far as the Ohio State Board is concerned, was 
culed “legal” today by Judges Day, Killits and 
Warrington, in the Federal Court, when they 
denied the Mutual Film Corporation an injunction. 

Shortly after the law was passed last year 
creating a State Board of Censor to examine mov- 
ing picture films, and pass upon them before they 
could be shown to the public, the Mutual Corpora- 
tion filed action, and the grounds that the law 
gave the Censor Board virtual and despotic power 
to confiscate property without compensation, and 
was, therefore, in direct opposition to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. A temporary in- 
junction was granted, restraining the Censor Board 
from operating, and the case was set for a later 
hearing. The decision rendered today will no 
doubt result in the case being carried te the 
Supreme Court of the United States by the Mutual 
Corporation, which bas avowed its intention of 
fighting to a finish. 

The Censor Board has not been working since 
last fal, as a result of the temporary injunction. 
The daily papers have stated that the active work 
of censoring will start immediately, but it is 
hardly probable that such will be the case, and 
that sixty days or more will elapse before the law 
is again enforced, and the two remaining members 
of the board, H. E. Vestal and Mrs. Maude Murray 
Miller, take up their duties. The original board 
was composed of three members, but J. A. Maddox, 
chairman, resigned in order to accept the man- 
agement of the Majestic Theater, the finest motion 
picture theater in Columbus. 

it is probable that the first step of the Indus- 
trial Commission will be to appoint a successor to 
Mr. Maddox, although should the Mutual carry 
its fight to the Supreme Court, the board would 
remain inactive until after the final decision had 
been made, and this would probably take a year 
or more. There are many persens who desire to 
receive the appointment.

New patronage is at 
tracted and ‘‘geta the habit.’’ It is only human

Musical electric belle have beon Inetalled bys 
many exhibitors, These are usually ranged slong 
the walls. They are wired to amall piano key 
board in orchestra pit and are played by regu 
lar planist o> drummer. There ia no expense 
of any kind attached to them except the 
theater equipped with ench belle invariably ar 
tracts. The effect of the various belle sounding 
In different parts of the room is novel and be 
wildering in the extreme. They make a strong 
appeal, especially to the younger generation, 


Another novelty that bas found great favor 
with exhibitors and that may be had either 
for dstribution throughout theater or mounted 
on a rack for use on the stage, ie the se-calle! 
Electric Unayhone. This inst-ument is, in 
quality, a radical departure from the bell tone 
It resembles, in tonal properties, the ‘‘Vox 
Humana” of a pipe organ, but has juet enongh 
tremolo to give it charaeter.

flees immediately unon the approach of he 
hunter In this case, however, the big bull 
shows fight. and it is only after much difficulty 
that the Captain succeeds in hitching his lasso, 


which immedistely snaps apart on the retreat 
of the sea lion. Another encounter of this kind 
is shown wit’ a big bear, who is shot down 
just as he is charging the Captain, falling 


only a few fect away. In another scene the 
mother love of the bear for her cub is dem 
onstrated when the baby is roped while swim 
ming. The mother bear charges the boat, foids 
her front paws around her babe, slashes at the 
rope and uses every effort to free the eub. Tix 
cub is finally allowed to go free, and both swim 
away at full speed. An _ interesting fact is 
Mlustrated here, i, e., that the bear does not 
use his hind legs while swimming He dives 
under ice floes, and can be seen gliding under 
water at a depth of 15 feet. 

Numerous scenes, including picturesque por 
trayals of the life of the Eskimo, the largest 
feeberg in the werld, pictures of giant moose 
and caribou, a sulphur bottom whale and thou 
aends of birds and other animals are displayed.
